Savoy-hill includes, I am told, a large 
number of letters, on. this subject, and [ 
can well believe it, for when I broadoast 
a fifteen-minutes “‘ talk’? on pronuncia- 
tion some months ago I received more 
than threo. ‘hundred letters, a few of 


which were extremely abusive, not only | 


from every. part of Great Britain and 
Ireland but also from places abroad. 
The number. of people in Holland who 
listen"to English programmes must be 
very considerable. The vast majority of 
the people who write to, the: B.B.C., or 
to persons like myself, on right pronun- 
cigtion scem to be 
init, Many of them are shocked by,the 
discovery that words which they habitual- 
ly pronounce in one"way ore habitually 
pronounced in another way by people 
living oNly a hundred cr more miles from: 
them. The differences of pronunciation, 
apart from the differences of accent, are 
so great: that inhabitanta'of this small 
island, no farther apart than Hull is 
from Winchester, hove difficulty in un- 
derstanding ench ,other.: When to this 


difficulty is added: that--caused -by--local- 


accents, by the use of dialect, by fashion- 
able affectations, by bad . enunciation, 
and by sheer ignorance,. it is not hard 
to realise why it is that when a North- 
'umbrian meets a Southern Englishman
